They may wriggle 
anil try to put the matter in a different 
Unlit, as much as they please; but their ac- 
tion aud policy ever since inauguration 
day speak more forcibly than their affidav- 
its or their windy manifesto. 
Here is a characteristic sample of this 


morning's manifestos: 


"The democrats say to the republicans 


in effect: 'The court?says I have stolen 
your dinner, but I appeal from the decis- 
ion and do not consent to have it finally 
decided until after I have eaten the food 
iu question.' " 


The "food" or the offices rather ia what 


the republicans want first of all. 


They cast upon Mayor Courtney the im- 


putation . that he is not sincere in his 
efforts to effect a conciliation. That is the 
generosity that might be expected in re- 
turn for tbe straight forward and courte- 
ous manner in which Mayor Courtney has 
endeavored to persuade the republicans to 
do business. 


Some of the morning papers attach too 


much importance to the alleged conference 
of two office holders at city-hall, with two 
Republican counciliuen. 
It may have 


meant something or nothing; but it would 
be presuming too much, to say that ic will 
result in tlie solution of the present diffi- 
culties.

It Is 
nid that rotton machinery will be brought 
it once into extensive use, thus enlarging 
he demand for the cotton of our southern 
tates. 
The Chinese use so much cotton that- thi 
mperor granted a monopoly of using cot- 
on machinery to the viceroy of the south-

Grounds, a horse owner gaid to me yes- 
terdn. ''I saw a horse in the 40 class, on 
the Fair Grounds a few years ago, appar- 
ently nnable to strike a faster clip.

OTHER WINDY MANIFESTO. 


May 11.— The convention 


of the International Y. M..O. A. was ad- 
dressed yesterday by President J. M. Coul- 
ter of Lake Forest university, Illinois, who 
discussed "The International Permanent 
Fund and Its KtJations to the Interna- 
tional Work."- 


Ho said there was great ' need of co- 


ordination in the work of tho association 
on account of .the vast area covered by "its 
work, and that there was a need, too, of 
stimulation. Another need was of propa- 
gation, which should carry the work 
farther than had been done. 
The two 


wnys of. raising money .for organizations 
are by direct ammul subscriptions, which 
tend to make the work uncertain and spas- 
modic', and tho endowment plan, which' is 
the better one. 


Chairman Blerce read resolutions favor- 


ing tho adoption of tho report of. the. in- 
ternational committee, and that the com- 
mittee should be authorized to spend this 
year not less than $76,000 for the work, and 
for 1890 as much more as was necessary. 
This report was unanimously adopted. 
'Pledges to the amount of over ?20, 000 were 
received for . carrying on the. work. One 
individual subscription was for $3000.

' A fitting close to tho afternoon wag . the 
laying of the corner stone of the new dor- 
mitory building for the International 
Y. M. C. A. training school, which topi

Pratt, chairman of the international com- 
mittee. Ho said, In. part: "Before I place 
the last bit of mortar upon this foundation 
that will bind this stone, I want you to 
think for a moment what the Inying oi 
this stone signifies.

from all over the country. Of all the gen- 
eral secretaries of the country, about 20 
per cent ore graduates of the Y. M. C. A.
